ASSASSINATION LED TO THE WAR 


INTIMATE LIGHT ON LIFE 
OF ROYAL HEIR : 


ARCHDUKE FERDINAN 
AUSTRIA 


(By F. B.. 


KINETEEN years ago, on June 
28, the Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand, heir to the Austro-Hun- 
warinn tnrone, was assassinated at 
Sarajevo. This character-sketch, 
by a writer who has just had plnc- 
ed into his hands private Iptters of 
the Archduke, throwa an intimate 
light on the personality of the man 
whore murder atarted the Gront 
War. 

Singularly litt! {9 known in thia 
country of the man whose death 
was tho signal for the outbreak of 
war, For yerra the European 
horizon had been darkening. The 
murder at Sarajevo on Juno 28, 
1914, waa the npark that ect 
Europe aflame. 

The asanssination by a Serb of 
the Archduke Franelt Ferdinand, 
heir to the Austro-Hungarian 
throne, was the fingl act in a long 
ldrama of hatred and bitterness. 

What of tne man whose death was 
of such tremendous import? Per- 
sonal letters of his tnat have recents 
ly been put into my hands throw 
an illuminating light upon his man- 
{Muminating ght 


ter, They are addressed to one of 
his nides-de-camp. 

To Englishmen he is but a 
name. Unlike most of the Aus- 
trian Imperial family, he was no 
linguist. Beyond his native Ger- 
jman he spoke only Itallan and his 
wife's Janguage, Czech, and those 
but indifferently. 

When he came to England to re- 
present his unclo Francia Joseph 
at the Coronation it was told of 
him that he spoke only four words 
of Englsh—“Open the window" 
and “Champagne.” THis passfon- 
ate Jove of fresh alr prompted the 
one phrarr, Mercly a preference 
for champagne, over other wines, 
not a predilection for it, prompted 
the other, He was extremely ab- 
stemious, : 

Shortly before the war he paid 
another visit ty England, a State 
visit to the King and Queen. This 
thne he was accompanied by his 
wife, the Duchess of Honenberg, 
whose cordlal reecption oat the 
English Court, though not of royal 
birth, delighted him.

The man they had 
marked down waa the one man who 
might have coped with the situa- 
tion had he outlived Francia 
Joseph and ascended the throne. 
They acted only juat in tlme. Two 
more years and Yrancis Ferdinand, 
through the death’ of his uncle, 
would ha¥e been Emperor. The 
tnto of the Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire would have Inin in his handa. 

If ever a Royatlove afalr was a 
rothanee with a ‘happy ending It 
was the Archduke’s. Urged to 
marry inorder to secure the suc- 
cession, he was sent off to visit 
ene of the Imperial Archduchesses 
with a bevy of eligible daughters. 
But he looked at none vf them. It 
was with Countess Sophie Chotek, 
one of the ladics-in-walting, that 
he fell in love at first sight. 

Not all the wrath of  Franets 
Joseph nor the contempt of his 
many Imperial relatives deterred 
him from marrying the non-royal 
woman of hia choice. 

It was in 1900, in his castle at 
Konopiseht, in Bohemia, that he 
married the Countess Sophie: Cho 
tek. His stepmother. the Arch-« 
duchess Maric Therese, almost of 
an age with himself, and the one 
woman hitherto to whom he had 
confided all his hopes and aspira- 
tions, wan the only member of the 
Imperial Family present. All the 
rest cold-snouldered the morgnna- 
tle wife of the heir. 

But through all the humilfation 
thut was poured upon her she re- 
mained smiling and serene. Sho 
had what ake valued most. It was 
he who fumed when, ag heir to the 
throne, he' had to pass -first in 
royal processions while the woman 
he loved had to walk last, benind 
even the youngest archduchesa, 
Between husband and wife there 
was, from first to last, complete 
accord. When they died it was 
side by side, as they would have 
wished. 

During his long years of waiting 
Francia Ferdinand realised fully the 
erent struggle that awaited him

“Remain always a good Austrian 
patriot,” he writes to hia aide-de- 
camp on his appointment to a mis- 
sion in the Balkana, “and ento- 
guard our interests within your 
sphere of action.” 

He had little love for the tun-| 
xarians. He regarded them, or a 
certain section of them, as Intent 
on breaking up the empire. He 
could never forgive them for in- 
sisting on separating the Hun-| 
marian army from the Austrian. 

His love for art was deep and 
genuine. Nothing aroused his in- 
dignation more than to near of an 
art treasure sold and lost to his 
country.

Ace-shoving, there- 
fore, has come into Its own again, 
‘hut it ia now called feature-show- 
‘ling, or sometimes cue-bidding. The 
difference Jn name is due to the 
‘fact that the deviee—call It con: 
evention If you will—not only shows 
‘the holding of aces, but slao of 
chicanes, and sometimes of kings. 
iThis latter feature will be explain- 
red later. 

THE FIRST ESSENTIAL 

The firat essential of feature- 
showing is that it does not begin 
to opernte until tho bidding Is 
“set.” which meana that the suit In 
which the hand is to be played has 
been agreed upon. There are two 
ways hy which this comes about. 
The first Js an opening bid of 
Threa or more of a-major suit, or 
Four or more of a minor suit. As 
jthese hids are only made when the 
opener {3 strong enough in the sult 
bid to make him independent of 
itrump aupport from his partner, 
they are taken as “setting” the de- 
claration, with the excepion that 
after a Three-Club opening which 
receives a negative response, re- 
opening with Three of a major suit 
docs not “act” tho declaration, as 
the main idea of these Club conven- 
tion bids is to allow the opener to 
show two suits for hia partner to 
choose betwenn. 

A curloua situntion arises when 
the responder holds such o frenk- 
ishly strong suit that he wants to 
play the hand in. it , despite the 
opener’s declared desire to play In 
his own suit. In such a case the 
responder’s first take-out is read 
ng feature-showing, the opener is 
bound to bid again, and the respon- 
der then repeats his suit, thus 
denying that his first bid was fea- 
ture-showing, and stating that in 
reality he wants to play the hand 
in his sult. 

ANOTHER METHOD 

The second method of “acttlng” 
the declaration is for the respon- 
der to support the opener’s suit, 
but this only applies to jump bids. 
For instance: 

South 2 Hearts North 3 Hearts 

South 3 Spades 
{would mean that South is showing

RULES OF PROCEDURE 

Once the decluration is set, pro- 
jcedure must follow very definite 
rules. The commencement of fea- 
ture-showing always suggests o 
slam bid, and the continuation of 
it always accepts that suggestion. 
Let us suppose that the declara- 
tion has been “sit” In Spades. The 
bidding of any other suit definite- 
ly shows the holding of either tho 
Act or chicane in the new suit, and 
niso definitely . denies holding the 
Ace. of any lower suit nat yet men-

400 Tons Of Oil Burn 
For Two Hours. 


FIRE FLOATS SENT TO 
COMBAT FLAMES. 


Fire broke out at noon yester- 
day on a cargo Junk lying In 
Cheung Sa Wan Bay, Kowloon. 
A cargo of over 400 tons of of] und 
and kerosene cought alght, and 
despite the efforta of the Fire 
Brigade, burned furiously for two 
hours, finally dying of its own 
accord. 

At 12.10 p.m, yeaterdny the Firn 
Brigade Station at Kowloon Ferry 
Point received a call from Choung 
Sa Wan and two fire-applances 
were sent. On arrival, however, 
it was found that the junk was an- 
chored in the bay and out of reach 
of the fire-engines. The two Fire 
Flonts, Nos. 1 and 2, were im- 
mediately sent for, and on arrival 
played thelr hoses on the burning 
wreck, 

The flames had made o accure 
hold on the cargo of oll-products, 
which burned furiously despite all 
their attempts, 

No casunities are reported, but 
the junk {s stated to bo water- 
logged and seriously damaged. 

The junk was carrying 340 tons 
of fue! oll, the property of the 
Associated Petrol Company, Na- 
tlonal Savings and Commercial Bank 
Building, Des Vaux Road Central. 

The damage to the junk and oil, 
caused by fire and water, was estim- 
ated at $400. 

The owner of the junk, Tan Po 
Shan, has not yet becn focated, and 
at present it is not known, whether 
the junk and cargo were Insured.
